Newspapers consume only 22 per cent of the total production of 


wood pulp. Here arc some random facts, wholly unrelated to the 
publishing business, but which are startling factors in the specter 
known as the "Print Pape/ Situation." 
According to one of the largest bottlers' supply houses in the 
countrv the increase in volume cf wood pulp containers, fiber pack- 
ing boxes and shipping material is OXE HUNDRED TO ONE HUN- 
DRED AND FIFTY PER CENT A YEAR. 
The parcel post^ias given great Impetus to the pnlpwood con- 
tainer. It has made a hundred rush packages by mail of the for- 
mer 100-pound freight or express shipment. Also it has substituted 
the paper container for that of glass, excluded from the mails. 


Difficulty In obtaining box lumber has driven the former wooden 
box manufactrer into the paper field. Lighter shipping weights and 
more rapid packing has kept his customer using the paper substitute 
by preference. 
The express companies have ruled that ail packages under 25 


pounds, with a few exceptions like automobile tires, etc, must be 
boxed. 
Wall board and fiber products are gaining in popularity by leaps 


amd bounds. One stock size sheet of wall board contains approxi- 
mately enough paper material to print 35 eight-page, six column 
newspapers.
